Six hopeless years behind pris¬ 
on walls. Nothing in the future 
but the same gray vista of me¬ 
chanical days, sleepless nights. 
Life behind the walls of Folsom 
prison. 

And suddenly for Jack Lumb¬ 
ley, self-confessed forger, one 
slight ray of hope in the black¬ 
ness. 

He saw a chance, and because 
of an old common law—corum 
nobis—the possibility of freedom 
to light his dark days and black 
nights. 

Prison doors which shut six 
years ago on Lumbley for the 
rest of his life, swung open again 
today. In another year or two he 
may be free, probably will be. Up 
to yesterday there was no hope of 
anything but spending the small 
remainder of his life behind bars. 

Parole in Year 

Yesterday Superior Judge G. K. 
Scovel issued a writ of error co¬ 
rum nobis, which will permit 
Lumbley to return to Santa Ana 
for re-sentencing, with the prob¬ 
ability of his sentence being re¬ 
duced from life imprisonment to 
10 vears, six of which he already 
has served, rie will be eligible 
for parole in a year. 

Lumbley was sentenced here 
Feb. 21, 1930, for forgery, after 
he had pleaded guilty, and admit¬ 
ted three prior convictions. His 
attorney, Milburn Harvey, who 
had been appointed by the court, 
did his best for his client, taut 
was unable to mitigate his crime. 

At Folsom prison the board of 
prison directors set his sentence at 
life imprisonment, as an habitual 
criminal. The world forgot him. 

Starts Building Case 

This week his brother came to 
Santa Ana from San Diego and 
went to the law firm of Harvey 
and Harvey to plead with them to 
do something for the man who al¬ 
ready had resigned himself to a 
living death in the state prison. 

"He was pardoned for the other 
crimes," the lawyers were told. 
"Doesn't that mean something?” 

It meant a lot. Jack Rimel, 
junior member of the Harvey and

A five-year record in building 
permits toppled in Santa Ana to¬ 
day. It was tumbled to the 
ground as a new record shot up 
—a 1936 record which is headed 
straight for the million-dollar 
mark. 

The total to date reached $933,- 
884 today, $1575 larger than the 
$932,309 figure for the entire 12 
months of 1935; and prospects of 
a million-dollar year, not recorded 
here since 1930, were seen. More 
than two months remain in which 
to record less than $70,000 in new 
building. 

Permits to date for this month 
total $72,879, including five per¬ 
mits filed this morning totaling 
$640. 

Construction jobs this year have 
been larger than in 1935, a sur¬ 
vey of permits showed today. This 
year 599 permits have been filed, 
averaging $1556; while last year's 
847 permits averaged only $1101. 


Civic and law enforcement lead¬ 
ers today lent backing to a drive 
against sale of liquors to minors, 
announced by the state board of 
equalization here. 

"We’re going to watch carefully 
all places in the county which sell 
liquor, and make sure they are not 
selling to minors,” declared H. E. 
MacKenzie, in charge of liquor en¬ 
forcement work for Orange county. 
"If we find they are selling to mi¬ 
nors their licenses will be revoked.” 

He said the drive, as with all 
liquor enforcement, is in close co¬ 
operation with Sheriff Logan Jack- 
son. 

MacKenzie and Tom Collins, dis¬ 
trict liquor officer at San Bernar¬ 
dino, announced today the closing 
of a liquor establishment at Stan¬ 
ton, owned by Harry Uchida, on 
evidence of sales to minors. 

Known as the Yamato cafe, at 
Huntington Beach boulevard and 
Main street, the place was closed 
following a hearing Sept. 24 be¬ 
fore Judge Cole of the state board. 
Charges of operating a noisy place 
also were filed against Uchida. 

Lynn Crawford, principal of 
Santa Ana High school, comment¬ 
ed: 

"I am 100 per cent in favor of 
such a drive. As far as the liquor 
problem concerns our young peo¬ 
ple, we have never actually had a 
case of that kind here, and no 
parents ever have protested to us. 

“I do believe last year some 
young people got into court on a 
case of that kind, and one of them

TOPEKA, Kan. UP) A west 
coast dash to Los Angelos Tues¬ 
day was announced hy Cov. Alf 
M. Landon today in a surprise 
shift of strategy before winding 
up his presidential campaign with 
a cross-continent swing. 

From Los Angeles, the Repub- 
iican nominee said he would speed 
eastward for speeches in Okla¬ 
homa City. Indianapolis, Philadel¬ 
phia, Pittsburgh and New York. 

He returned to Topeka today 
after a 2400-mile lake states tour 
through Illinois, Indiana, Michigan 
and Ohio. 

And Here’s Why 
"Why are you going to Califor¬ 
nia?" reporters asked. 

"Because we're going to carry 
It,” London replied, smiling as 
he rested from strenuous cam¬ 
paigning which included dozens 
of rear platform appearances 
and three major speeches.

Completely upsetting predictions 
of government weather forecasters 
and bringing small dashes of rain 
and much wind to Orange county, 
another freak storm struck here 
early this morning, in spite of pre¬ 
dictions of fair weather and gentle 
westerly winds. 

The unusual storm was stronger 
on the south coast, with Carl 
Hankey at San Juan Capistrano 
reporting that .37 inches of rain 
feli early this morning. Rain was 
reported generally down the coast 
to Oceanside. 

In Santa Ana canyon generous 
rainfall early today made travel 
difficult on detours there, where 
workmen are busy building a new 
highway. The road is still pass¬ 
able, but very muddy, it was re¬ 
ported. 

Although storm warnings were 
posted in Los Angeles harbor, 
where wind reached a velocity of 
36 hours per hour and sandstorms 
were bothering shipping, Newport 
harbor was unaffected by the 
north to northeast wind, with a 
high velocity of about 18 miles re¬ 
corded. No rain fell this morning 
at other beach towns, although 
Huntington Beach residents re¬ 
ported fairly strong winds and

Landon added that he probably 
would leave Topeka Sunday night 
and not return to the Kansas capi¬ 
tal before completion of the cam¬ 
paign.

The governor declined to elabor¬ 
ate on his statement concerning 
California, which has 22 electoral 
votes. When reminded he just had 
said he didn't want to claim in¬ 
dividual states, Landon's reply 
was a grin.

AAA checks which eventually 
will bring Orange county .farmers 
about $75,000 for their part in the 
1936 Agricultural Conserva t i o n 
program will start flowing from 
Washington next week, Associated 
Press dispatches said today. 

Max Cory, in charge of the pro¬ 
gram for Orange county, said 
checks probably will not arrive 
here until after Jan. 1, because the 
program was not established in 
California as soon as it was in 
some other states.

REBELS ADVANCE 
FRONT 10 MILES 

VILLADOLID, Spain. (.Pi — In¬ 
surgents driving through rain- 
soaked terrain advanced their 
western battlefront 10 miles to¬ 
day, capturing five mountain vil¬ 
lages and besieging Socialists 
within 20 miles of Madrid. 

Along the entire western line, 
the Fascists concentrated a par¬ 
alyzing advance as insurgent pa¬ 
trols pierced deep into government 
territory. 

The Spanish government steamer 
Galerna was captured during the 
night, 18 miles off Pasajes, by the 
crews of four Fascist launches, 
border advices disclosed today. 
More than 80 persons, both pas¬ 
sengers and crew, were taken to 
San Sebastian and imprisoned. 


Admitting freely that she had

Activities of the California Lima 
Bean Growers’ association in 
Southern California during the 
past month in an attempt to keep 
up the price of beans appear to 
have fixed the price being offered 
for limas at between $6.65 to $6.75 
per hundredweight, dealers said 
today. 

Despite the fact that prices are 
more favorable than for some time 
on the present market, dealers re¬ 
port that buyers apparently are 
hoping for a breaking market. 

The $6.65 price to growers re¬ 
sults in an F. O. B. price of ap¬ 
proximately $7.04, representatives 
of the association explained, which 
is considerably above last year’s 
level at this time. 

The lima bean growers associa¬ 
tion recently opened its pool to 
new members, offering them a 
price of $6.65 on the market, with 
an opening price of about $4. 

Nearly three-quarters of a mil¬ 
lion dollars are estimated to have 
been received here by growers 
this week, representing checks for 
$4 a hundredweight mailed by the 
California Lima Bean Grocers’ as¬ 
sociation to members of the four 
associations in this county. 

The initial payment was 50 
cents higher than last year’s pool 
price. 

The association forecasts one of 
the most successful years in the 
last five.

“1 could not pass on the merits 
of a particular bill until after a 
thorough consideration and debate, 
but I have no hesitancy in saying 
that the fundamental principles 
are sound.

The Sailors Union of the Pacific, 
representing 7000 of the 37.000 
coast dock and seagoing workers, 
announced postponement of the 
strike vote last night. 


Members Still Battle 
Over Pay for Local

Unable to decide yesterday on a 
wage scale for Orange county 
vegetable workers, an arbitration 
board today continued its session 
with Thomas Barker, deputy state 
labor commissioner, at Barker's of¬ 
fice in Los Angeles. 

Barker reported at noon today 
that the wage problem had not 
been settled. He was unable to 
say whether an agreement would 
be reached today. The meeting 
started Thursday morning with 
Jack Snow of Santa Ana repre¬ 
senting workers and Harry D. 
Zimmer of Anaheim representing 
Japanese growers. 

The same board met here Oct. 7 
for a public hearing at which both 
sides in the wage controversy pre¬ 
sented testimony in support of 
their claims. 

Mexican workers asked a wage 
rate of 35 cents per hour, but 
growers contended that crop and 
market conditions do not warrant 
an increase from last year's rate 
of 25 cents per hour.

all his life, directing operations. 
It takes about two years to get 
the evaporation and crystallizing 
beds thoroughly impregnated 
with brine and sealed so that the 
water doesn’t seep away. The beds 
are hollowed out of the silt soil, 
and bordered with dikes of earth 
and lumber. 

Start In April 

So next year, Huffine predicts, 
the plant will operate at maximum 
efficiency. 

Along about April the manufac¬ 
turing process starts, with ocean 
water being pumped from the bay 
into the first of four ponds. There 
it sits while the wind and sun 
draw off parts of the water. 

Then it is pumped, as heavier 
brine, into the second pond, to 
evaporate some more. The first 
pond gets another charge of ocean 
water. By the time the ocean 
water has made the round of four 
ponds, it has become a saturated 
solution, ready to deposit salt 
crystals. 

In the crystallizing beds further 
evaporation carries off water, but 
more concentrated brine is added 
to keep the level constant. As time 
gees on, there is less and less 
u ater, and more and more salt. 

Harvest Time 

The water turns red, because of 
growth of microscopic plants, but 
that doesn't make any difference 
to the salt. When the molecules 
of salt form into crystals they 
lon’t take in other substances. 

True, when the time comes to 
harvest, and the remaining brine 
is drawn off, the salt looks pink, 
but the color is all on the surface. 
A brief washing brings the salt 
out pure and white. 

Mexicans, who seem to he the 
only ones who can stand that kind 
of work, dig out the salt with 
picks and shovels, loading it into 
lump cars. A narrow gauge rail¬ 
way is built right out into the salt. 

Cars dump the salt into a ma¬ 
chine that churns it up with strong 
brine for a washing operation. Dirt 
and the red color pass out through 
a screen. Washed crystals go on 
to a conveyor belt which lifts them 
onto a steadily growing pile. 

Idke Tin Roof 

Huffine isn't worried about rain 
The first rain will trickle through 
the stock pile and give it a final 
washing. But the same rain will 
glaze the surface crystals togeth¬ 
er into a protective coating. Later 
rains will run off as though they 
had struck a tin roof. 

None of the salt is wasted. The 
wash water, which is nearly con¬ 
centrated brine, so that it dis¬ 
solves only a little from the crys¬ 
tals, flows back into one of the 
ponds. Whatever the rain dissolves 
from the stock pile also will go 
back into a pond.

Merchant: "I've voted Republi¬ 
can all my life, and I'll always 
vote Republican no matter who 
runs. See this sunflower? I grow 
j ’em myself and wear a fresh one j 
| every day.” 

That these reactionary voters 
expect Landon to return the gov¬ 
ernment to the conditions existing i 
when we were steadily drifting I 
into the depression is a certainty.

Asks $36,800 From 
Power Firm for 
Blaze in Grove 


The Southern California Edison 
company yesterday was named de¬ 
fendant in a superior court suit 
asking $36,800 damages for a 
ranch fire assertedly caused when 
one of the electric company's 
power lines broke. 

Plaintiff is George C. Randell, 
whose Orange ranch was dam¬ 
aged in the blaze. The grove is 
located near Orange. 

Randell said the fire burned 
over an area planted with 3340 
trees, causing $13,760 damages to 
the trees and windbreaks. He also 
suffered a loss of 5770 field boxes 
of fruit, which he said were worth 
$8655, and estimates losses due to 
injuries to his 1937 crop at $13,500 
For destruction of a ranch house 
and garage he asks $885. 

The blaze occurred Oct. 23, 1935, 
when the Edison company power 
line across his property broke, as¬ 
sertedly trailing charged wire 
through the dry grass in the grove, 
which resulted in the blaze. L. A. 
West, Santa Ana, is Randell’s at¬ 
torney.

Hops Over Atlantic 
Made This Year with 
No Fatalities 


NEW YORK. <7P) — Elizabeth 
Smith, pale and shaken, awaited in 
a jail cell today her call to court 
Oct. 23 for sentence on a second 
degree manslaughter conviction in 
the slaying of her illegitimate son. 

A jury of 12 men convicted her 
last night after debating for eight 
hours the state charge that she 
tossed the new-born babe to its 
death from the roof of a Bronx 
apartment house last April. 

The girl, who will be 19 next 
month, stood stunned as the ver¬ 
dict was announced. Then she 
shrieked, moaned and crumpled in 
a faint. 

Edward Bianco, defense counsel, 
said there will be an appeal “if I 
have to pay for it myself." His 
associate, Miss Lillian Rock, said 
the conviction “is an example of 
what is to be expected of a jury 
of men trying a girl in a case like 
this." 

The verdict carries a maximum 
prison term of 15 years. 

The state contended Miss Smith 
deliberately threw the baby to a 
concrete areaway a few hours af¬ 
ter she delivered the child unaided 
in the bathroom of her home. 


NEW YORK. UP)—The flying 
freighters, Clyde Pangborn and 
Marion Grevenberg, will be lug¬ 
ging their scarlet bi-motored plane 
to Floyd Bennett field within a 
day or so for final load tests be¬ 
fore the most casual of all trans¬ 
atlantic airplane flights. 

Without any more fuss than 
you’d expect from the grocery man 
delivering a bag of provisions to 
Mrs. Jones across town, the ocean¬ 
flying veteran and his co-pilot, 
Grevenberg, with the radio and 
navigating assistance of Reeder 
Nichols, plan to hop from Old Or¬ 
chard, Me., Oct. 23, for London. 

Job-of-Work Hop 

It's the first showing of the 
strictly business transatlantic 
hops, a job-of-work flight. The 
two pilots, trained in the same 
army school in 1917, pals ever 
since, have agreed merely to de¬ 
liver to foreign backers one of the 
new type (Burnelii) planes. 

British interests, already "tooled 
up" for manufacture, will go over 
the completed plane carefully, then 
probably return it to the aviators 
for an European pleasure tour, 
and possibly a return to America 
by the South Atlantic route. 

No Hysterics 

This is one flight, the pilots in¬ 
sist, from which the hysterics of 
ocean spanning will be extracted 
like a tooth from an aching jaw. 
No one is fussing about glory, no 
one is trying to put on a spec¬ 
tacle. They plan to gas up and go. 

All they ask is a 500-foot ceil¬ 
ing at London. They plan to fly 
on schedule, good weather or bad, 
confident that no conditions ahead 
will be worse than others they've 
conquered, certain of their piane 
with its 4000-mile radius and radi¬ 
cal two-motored design. 

Pangborn is the only living flier 
who has conquered both oceans. 


NEW YORK. UP)—'This is a 
comeback year for transatlantic 
flying. 

Ten airplane flights have been 
made across the tossing north At¬ 
lantic more than in any one year, 
not excepting even the feverish 
"follow Lindbergh” days of 1927. 

Not a life has been lost, in 
bright contrast to the tragic his¬ 
tory that saw 26 perish in the 
nine preceding years. 

Two Soloists 

Eight of the 1036 achievements 
are credited to three planes, with 
the German flying boats, Aeolus 
and Zephir, accounting for six 
crossings and the Harry Richman- 
Dick Merrill combination taking 
care of two. 

The soloists, Beryl Markham, 
hlonde Englishwoman, and Kurt 
Bjorkvall, whose attempt ended in 
the sea off the Irish coast, com¬ 
plete the roster. 

The trips of the German craft, 
in preparation for regular serv¬ 
ice between Europe and America, 
top the list, without fanfare, each 
of the two huge, powerful ships 
spanned the ocean three times. 

Two Lean Years 

None of the others reached its 
goal, but spanned the ocean. 

The 1936 outburst of achieve¬ 
ment comes after two lean years 
in which only five flights were 
attempted, with four of them suc¬ 
cessful. 

"Better engines, improved equip¬ 
ment tell the story of the revival 
of enthusiasm," said Dr. James 
H. Kimball, government meteorol¬ 
ogist. 

"Planes today can come success¬ 
ful through weather that would 
have meant disaster to ships such 
as Lindbergh flew." 


Law practice is an odd entry 
to road contracting, but it was 
by that route, combined with a I 
large element of chance that 
Steele Finely of Santa Ana en¬ 
tered the business, which he fol¬ 
lowed from 1915 to 1931 in and 
around Orange county.

Chestnut street had been 
signed lip for paving, so Finley \ 
got his first job as contractor j 
when he finished that work. 

When assets of the company , 
were auctioned, Finley's brother, | 
Col. S. H. Finley, bought the ma¬ 
chinery. They couldn’t find a 
buyer, so Steele Finley and George | 
Magill, an engineer, formed a con¬ 
tracting company and started pav¬ 
ing work at Pomona. 

“I had the bull by the tail and j 
couldn’t let go," confessed Finley. 
One job followed another, and soon 1 
he was a full-fledged contractor j 
and had given up his law practice. 
When in 1931 road jobs were be¬ 
ing bid below cost he retired from 
the game and intends to resume 
it later when more paving work 
is being done. 

Gospel Swamp 

Born in Missouri, Finley came 
to California with his parents at 
the age of two, living in the Sac- j 
ramento valley until 1878, when I 
the family moved here. 

His first schooling was at what 
was known as the “Gospel I 
Swamp" school, now Greenville. 
In 1884 he went to Monmouth col- j 
lege, Monmouth, III., to study en- J 
gineering. 

His professor was slated to he 
chief engineer on a railroad con¬ 
struction job, and invited Finley 
to be his assistant. Finley ac¬ 
cepted. dropped out of school, and 
then found that the job had been j 
abandoned. 

Worked as Policeman 

About that time Orange county \ 
was in, the process of splitting j 
away from IjOS Angeles county, j 
and Finley realized that an ab¬ 
stract office would he needed here.

His nearest rival 
was Luke Appling, sensational 
shortstop of the Chicago White 
Sox, who received 65 votes. 

Four members of the associa¬ 
tion’s committee of eight, named 
to conduct the poll, picked Gehrig 
for top ranking while three chose 
Appling. Hank Greenberg of the 
Detroit Tigers, out with injuries 
this year, received no mention. 
Greenberg received last year’s 
award. 

Earl Averill, Cleveland Indians’ 
clouting outfielder, was third with 
48 votes. Charley Gehringer, the 
Detroit Tigers’ dependable second 
baseman, finished in fourth posi¬ 
tion with 39 and was the only 
player besides Gehrig and Appling 
to receive a first place mention, 
which carried 10 votes. 

Following Gehringer were Bill 
Dickey, New York Yankees’ catch¬ 
er, 29 votes; Joe Kuhel of the 
Washington Senators and Vernon 
Kennedy, White Sox mound star, 
bracketed at 27 votes, and Joe Di- 
Maggio, star Yankee rookie out¬ 
fielder, with 26. DiMaggio received 
two second choice votes for nine 
points each. 


Other American leaguers re¬ 
ceiving five or more votes were: 
Tommy Bridges, Detroit Tigers’ 
pitcher, 25; Hal Trosky, Cleveland, 
home run hitting first bagger, 19;

boat trophy are staged, it was an¬ 
nounced today. 

Elaborate plans for one of the 
outstanding speedboat events in 
the winter race program were re¬ 
vealed today by boat officials and 
Harry Welch, secretary of the 
Newport Harbor chamber of com¬ 
merce. 

First raced for in 1923. the big 
silvery trophy was won by the 
grand old-time sportsman, Frank 
Garbutt with his famous "Mys¬ 
tery," against a field including Al¬ 
vin Frank's “Lucky Strike," Cecil 
B, DeMille's “Defiance," Harry 
Fisher’s “Magna" and S. A. Rat- 
cliffe’s “White Star " 

The following year victory went 
to another old-timer, Joe Fellows, 
sr., in his "Fellowship Too." Then, 
with advent of outboard racing 
craft and diminishing competition 
for the big fellows, the Pacific 
coast regatta was dropped and the 
trophy rested in the coffers of Cal¬ 
ifornia Yacht club, its custodian. 

Under conditions for the new 
fixture, boats able to turn more 
than 50 miles per hour and rating 
less than 732-cubic inch displace¬ 
ment, are eligible to compete. The 
regatta will include three heats 
15 miles each, over a mile oval 
course to be surveyed off the Bal¬ 
boa pavilion.

Writing for the Smithsonian in¬ 
stil ution, Dr. Henry Norri3 P.us- 
sell described today how the air's 
oxygen is slowly depleted by 
oxidizing (rusting) of iron in 
rocks. 

"Given time enough," he said, 
"this inexorable process of rock 
might, exhaust the remaining 
oxygen of our atmosphere and put 
an end to all that breathes.” 

Dr. Russell figured the end 
would not arrive for a billion years 
or more. 


WASHINGTON. (2Pi •— Two 
phases of the social security act 
were interpreted yesterday by the 
internal revenue bureau in its 
weekly tax rulings. 

The bureau held: 

1. When a firm hires men for 
occasional work, such as the un¬ 
loading of a steamship, they shall 
be counted as "employes” in de¬ 
termining whether the company is 
subject to tax as the employer of 
eight or more persons. 

2. If a firm guarantees its em¬ 
ployes a minimum number of 
working hours per week, paying 
them even when they are not on 
the job, its payments for "idle 
time" are subject to the regular 
payroll tax. 

The bureau also ruled that elec¬ 
tricity sold through a separate 
meter for use in an apartment or 
office building was taxable under 
the manufacturers' excise levy.

Del. i/P\ Henry 
Ridgely. president of the state 
board of education, made known 
yesterday that the board had 
stricken from its approved list of 
text books “Our Economic So¬ 
ciety and Its Problems.” written 
by Rexford G. Tugwell, undersecre¬ 
tary of agriculture, in collabora¬ 
tion with Howard G. Hill, of the 
University of Chicago. 

"We have stricken it from the 
list, not because of any political 
reasons, nor opposition to Ihe New 
Deal.” said Ridgely. 

“This was supposed to be an eco¬ 
nomics book but it really is a book 
peculiar to the New Deal. It deals 
with one theory of economics --and 
only one theory of a certain man.” 

The book was placed on the 1934 
approved list for use of high school 
students in studying economics. 
Parents of a number of students 
objected to the board against its 
use and the board members unani¬ 
mously decided to remove it from 
the lists.

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L. F. Harvey Recalls Three 
Presidential Visits Here 
Since Harrison’s in 1892 


FRIDAY, OCTOBER 16, 1936 


Long before the present day, 
when presidents can sit at home 
and say “My friennnnds” to a mi¬ 
crophone, one came to Santa Ana. 
A real live president. 

He was President Benjamin Har¬ 
rison, who came through Santa 
Ana on a train back in 1892, while 
he was campaigning for re-elec¬ 
tion. 

And in the huge crowd of 4,000 
people—a real multitude for the 
little town of Santa Ana in those 
days—was a schoolboy who is now 
L. F. Harvey, veteran postsffice 
employe and superintendent of 
mails at the local postoffice. He 
had loaded a covey of excited stu¬ 
dents into a spring wagon and 
driven Old Dobbin into town to see 
the President. 

“Sure,” he says, “I remember 
that well. The President’s party 
came through on a Santa Fe train, 
going north from San Diego. They 
stopped here and the President 
spoke from a pavilion they had 
built for him just across the tracks. 

Sandy Little Fellow 

“President Harrison was intro¬ 
duced by Professor Manley, the 
principal of the high school. Man- 
ley was a great, big strapping fel¬ 
low, about six feet four or five 
inches high. 

“The president, though, was a 
little sandy fellow—and that com¬ 
bination looked worse than Mutt 
and Jeff, but we didn’t have Mutt 
and Jeff in those days. 

"The president made a short 
talk, saying he was glad to be 
here and that sort of thing. One 
thing he mentioned especially was 
how much he enjoyed the Califor¬ 
nia oranges. 

"Then John Wanamaker, the 
postmaster general, said a few 
words from the platform of the 
train. He mentioned “special de-

livery” in talking about the par¬ 
ty’s trip, and I remember he had 
just started the special delivery 
system a short time before that. 
Jeremiah Rust, the secretary of 
agriculture, also said a few 
words.” 

But Harvey doesn't remember 
only Harrison. He's seen every 
president since Cleveland—except 
the present Roosevelt. Only two I 
of them when they were in the 1 
White house, and those were Har 
rison and Wilson, who made a sim 
ilar tour here years later. 

Teddy Missed 

In all, four presidents have 
stopped in Santa Ana, Harvey re 
calls. Harrison was the first; 
Harding visited relatives here on 
several occasions; Wilson made a 
speech on a tour similar to Har 
rison’s, and last year Franklin D. 
Roosevelt came through on the 
Santa Fe. But Harvey didn’t see 
him. 

Teddy Roosevelt almost got 
here, but not quite 

"He was going to speak in Los 
Angeles," Harvey recalls, “and 
there were five of us in the post 
office who were members of the 
Republican marching club. We 
drew lots to see who would get to 
go to Los Angeles, and I lost. So 
I had to go to Riverside to hear | 
him. 

"Just as I was about to get on 
the train in Riverside, I saw three 
big hacks draw up and secret serv¬ 
ice men and Roosevelt start for 
the train. There was a woman 
there with a little girl, and she 
held the child up. "Look, there’s 
the president!’ she said. 

“‘Aw!' the little girl answered, 
’he’s only a man.’ 

“Then we saw that Roosevelt 
grin. The pictures you see don’t 
exaggerate it, either!” 


What If King Edward Should 
Marry Mrs. Simpson? 


NEW YORK, OP)—Time may 
tell whether King Edward’s affec¬ 
tion for Mrs. Wallis Simpson is 
mere friendship or a royal ro¬ 
mance. Before and since his acces¬ 
sion to the throne Edward often 
has had the frolicsome Mrs. Simp¬ 
son in his pleasure parties. 

King Edward, legally, may 
marry whom he chooses—but it 
might cost him his throne. 

There is only one legal limita¬ 
tion placed on an English king in 
the choice of his bride. Under the 
act of settlement of 1701 he may 
neither adopt the Roman Catholic 
faith nor marry a Catholic. It is 
understood that Mrs. Simpson is a 
Protestant. 

Needs No Permission 

The king does not have to ob¬ 
tain permission from any quarter 
to marry. There is no restriction 
which says that he must marry 
royalty or nobility; if he wishes he 
may pick a commoner. The last 
king to marry a commoner was 
Henry VIII. 

While there is nothing to pre¬ 
vent King Edward and Mrs. Simp¬ 
son getting married, there is 
plenty of modern royal tradition 
which would oppose it. Women 


i who have figured in divorce suits 
have been on the blacklist of King 
Edward’s predecessors for a long 
time. His austere mother, Queen 
Mary, has been so opposed to di¬ 
vorces that she barred them from 
all court functions during her long 
reign with King George. 

Predict Antagonism 

English people say that King 
Ecuvard would arouse plenty of 
antagonism among his people if he 
tried to marryy Mrs. Simpson. 
They go further and declare that 
such a marriage might have a 
serious effect on the position of 
the throne. They are equally em¬ 
phatic in saying there is no likeli¬ 
hood that the king would venture 
such a step, knowing the possible 
consequences. 

On the continent there have been 
cases of so-called morganatic mar¬ 
riages, that is, marriages in which 
the woman did not assume the 
rank and position of her husband. 
Such a thing could not occur in 
England; when the king marries, 
his wife becomes queen. 

What would happen if King Ed- 
j ward should insist on marrying 
someone to whom the country was 
opposed ? Nobody knows, because 
there is no precedent. 


Germany to Seek Tells Election

duction in Germany’s foreign debt 
and, in the interim, postpone de¬ 
valuation of the mark, authorita¬ 
tive sources disclosed today. 

The decision was reached, it was 
reported, at lengthy conferences 
attended by officials of the Reichs- 
bank, ministry of economics and 
financial experts. 

(The German foreign debt ap¬ 
proximates 10,000,000,000 marks 
($4,000,000,000) of which the 
United States holds about 40 per 
cent of the long term notes and 25 
per cent of the short term).

Rutherford B. Hayes First ‘Dr y’ President 

By ROBERT GARDNER

Rutherford B. Hayes was the 
first president to advocate prohibi¬ 
tion. He will be remembered long 
for his stand against the “whisky 
rijg" in 1875, as well as for his 
close election race with Samuel 
Tilden. 

The popular vote in that election 
was more than 200,000 in Tilden’s 
favor, but the latter lacked one 
electoral vote to put him in. It 
was the closest election ever held. 

Hayes’ term was marked by a 
high degree of prosperity and the 
nation was gradually adjusting it¬ 
self to a more compact union. The 
country resumed payments in gold 
and silver during his term, and the 
credit for prosperity was given to 
Hayes. 

He had a remarkable war rec¬ 
ord and his efforts in reconstruc¬ 
tion of the South were outstanding. 
He made no effort to be re-elected, 


but retired and devoted his remain¬ 
ing years to philanthropy and ed¬ 
ucation. 

Federal troops were removed 
from the South by Hayes, ending 
the “carpetbag" governments 
there. While at the time of his 
election people thought he would 
be a poor president, the facts 
proved the opposite. There was a 
distinct uptrend in the moral tone 
of government. He contributed 
his share to civil service reform, 
and emphasized his belief that ap¬ 
pointments should be on merit. 

Biographical Data 

Born Oct. 4, 1822, he was the 
son of Rutherford Hayes, a mer¬ 
chant, and Sophia Richard. He at¬ 
tended Kenyon college and was a 
lawyer. He belonged to the Meth¬ 
odist church. In the 1876 election, 
he received 185 electoral votes. He 
died Jan. 17, 1893.

Among the large number of 
projects being carried out by the 
government is the health census 
being conducted through the 
Works Progress administration 
and whose purpose is now being 
made public. 

We have in the Public Health 
bureau a fair accounting of our 
epidemics and the ranking diseases 
that lead in our mortality rates. 
This current census is rather to 
discover just what level of healthy 
living is maintained in the matter 
of every-day existence. 

Some 30,000 WPA workers, act¬ 
ing as enumerators, are being used 
by the United States Public Health 
service to make an investigation 
of chronic and disabling diseases. 

Take Large Toll 

It is a rather well-known fact 
already demonstrated by industry 
and insurance associations that it 
was the ordinary things—the com¬ 
mon cold, sick headache, rheu¬ 
matism that take the largest toll 
from the industrial output or the 
workers' pay check. 

The general provision for the 
certifying of causes of death gives 
us ready access to the figures com¬ 
piled which put heart disease, 
cancer, tuberculosis, apoplexy or 
kidney troubles at the top of the 
list. 

The immediate question is, 
where does it all come from ? How 
does chronic ill-health get a start ? 
An important few of the facts 
that have influenced public opinion 
have proven that poor living con¬ 
ditions, slum housing, lack of light 
and air affect many more than 
those who suffer the immediate 
distress. 

Conditions Surveyed 

Infectious children's diseases 
spread more rapidly when school¬ 
rooms are crowded. Poverty and 
microbes are boon companions. 
Unsound' and deficient food pro¬ 
vides for similar body tissues. 
Those tissues are bound to be un¬ 
sound and deficient. 

For all these reasons, the enu¬ 
merator in this inventory of 
chronic diseases must observe 
closely the living conditions, re¬ 
cord faithfully the illnesses from 
which all members of the family 
suffer. He must learn the dura¬ 
tion of disease, the period and 
effect of accident, the time and 
extent of disability. The ventila¬ 
tion of the home, number of rooms,

f ers). It is the purpose of these ar- 
iclcs to answer some of the many 
questions being: asked daily as to the 
causes underlying the labor disturb¬ 
ances in agriculture. Ifo the majority 
of workers want to strike? Are tile 
Communists active in these strikes? 
Are any other radicals connected with 
them? What are the faetors behind 
the scenes? What has agriculture done 
about this all too serious situation?) 


There are those who would have 
the public believe that Californians 
have been particular exploiters of 
agricultural workers. This is not 
the case. For years federal labor 
statistics have shown that wages 
in California agriculture are higher 
than those of any other agricul¬ 
tural state in the Union. The last 
of such figures released in June re¬ 
veal that farm wages in California 
are 50 per cent to 100 per cent 
higher than wages in southern 
states raising competing products, 
and wages in Orange county are 
above the average given for Cali¬ 
fornia. 

It is tu-ue that many of our crops 
are seasonal and offer only sea¬ 
sonal work. That also holds true 
in Florida, Texas, Arizona and 
those states competing with our 
products. It is also so in the great 
grain harvesting areas of the Mid¬ 
west and Northwest. Studies of 
the agricultural strikes also have 
shown that there has been noth¬ 
ing to correlate strikes with areas 
in which wages may be lower and 
living conditions poorer. Contrary 
tc that the last two major strikes 
called have been in areas paying 
the highest wages in the state, of¬ 
fering the largest periods of work 
and better housing conditions. 
Therefore seasonal work, wages, 
or housing cannot be blamed for 
the strike situation there. 

State-Wide Program 

California agriculture has not 
been asleep to its problems. Al¬ 
though considerable thought and 
time were given the problem pre¬ 
viously, the Imperial valley report 
caused to be inaugurated an in¬ 
tensive program of study and ac¬ 
tion of a state-wide nature. 

This program has been entered 
Into by every major agricultural 
organization in the state includ¬ 
ing the California Farm Bureau 
federation. The state department 
of agriculture, the agriculture 
committee of the State Chamber 
of Commerce, the college of agri¬ 
culture of the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, state and county horticul¬ 
tural commissioners and many 
county and commodity groups as 
well as scores of individual grow¬ 
ers. Orange county agriculture has 
been one of the most active groups 
in this work. Statewide meetings 
have been almost monthly occur¬ 
rences. At these meetings findings, 
problems, and remedies are dis¬ 
cussed.

From this program definite 
ideas of the origin and reason for 
these many strikes have been de¬ 
termined.

They agi¬ 
tate among the laborers, for either 
personal gain, to radicalize the 
workers or to eventually gain con¬ 
verts to Communism. This they 
do by leading the strikers to be¬ 
lieve that they are victims of class 
discrimination and the profit sys¬ 
tem and that they cannot hope to 
better themselves under the exist¬ 
ing economic and political system.

would seem that California agri¬ 
culture is in for a hard time. 

Remember that agriculture is 
not manufacturing nor transpor¬ 
tation. Citrus growers cannot shut 
down operations, or production or 
store raw materials. The grower’s 
production is controlled by nature, 
and his cooperation with nature. 
Fruit will ripen, he cannot delay 
that, he cannot control the sun, 
the rain, the growth of crops, 
neither can he delay deterioration 
nor decay. His market is a day to 
day market; once lost that day’s 
market is lost forever. He is in -a 
delicate situation. 


The Communists state that the 
strike offers the greatest training 
in class struggles. How to combat 
such influences are difficult, laws 
are inadequate and at present edu¬ 
cation is the most des.rable method 
but education is a slow process 
here, for very few of these Mexi¬ 
cans read our press. Their knowl¬ 
edge and understanding of the sit¬ 
uation is limited and they depend 
on voluntary leadership for guid¬ 
ance. 

Agriculture is evidently not 
through with labor trouble and 
strikes. The Stockton conference 
on June 6 and 7, 1936, called by 
the Socialists, beheld an united 
front of every radical element in 
the state.

Farm Labor Exempted 

The federal government has 
evidently not considered the organ- I 
ization of agricultural labor as de¬ 
sirable. Agricultural labor was 
especially exempted from the labor 
provisions of the national recov¬ 
ery act, its successor the Wagner 
labor act, and the social security 
act. That attitude has also been 
the attitude of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor. It never has set 
up a special union or organizer 
for this labor. 


What if any change may be | 
made in these attitudes we do not 
know. This we do know that the 
conditions which originally created 
those attitudes have not changed. 

We hope that you will appreci¬ 
ate the fact that we have been un¬ 
able for lack of time and space 
to give you all the details and 
information that we both might 
wish. We also appreciate that we 
have given you the information 
from agriculture's viewpoint. 

Outside of the radical influence 
we well realize that conditions of 
employment are never perfect and 
our conditions is no exception. We 
are, however, handicapped, as it 
is the nature of the Mexican em¬ 
ploye to take his grievences to 
others than his employer. We want 
our employes to come to us as 
such and let us cooperate to our 
mutual advantage. 

We give our pledge to our em¬ 
ployes and to the public that we 
will to the best of our ability and 
judgment, do all thrt we reason¬ 
ably can to eliminate cause for in¬ 
dustrial strife. In this we ask your 
cooperation and assistance.

CINCINNATI. (A*) - Opening 
his Ohio campaign before rain-

Some political lieutenants in 
both major parties have classed 
the Buckeye state as close. Four 
years ago Roosevelt had a major¬ 
ity in the state of about 65,000 
votes over Hoover. 

Facing what his campaign asso¬ 
ciates described as one of the 
greatest crowds of his 5000-mile 
trip, a throng estimated at 175,000 
persons, the President stood in De¬ 
troit, the automobile center, last 
night and declared that industry 
and every other industry "still 
need great improvements in their 
relationship to their employes.”

Jaysee Sophs Must 
Cast More Votes 


Aug. 31 Fr. Sarria’s letter just 
quoted changed the situation. 

"Bancroft describes Fr. Alti- 
mira's state of mind after the re¬ 
ceipt of Fr. Sarria's letter as 
■furious.’ The terms and tone of 
a long, wild communication which 
the self-willed young friar ad¬ 
dressed to Governor Arguello on 
the same day justifies the word. 
Recounting what had occurred, 
and that he was obliged to inter¬ 
rupt the work, he complained most 
bitterly of the way in which he 
had been treated, and of the frivo¬ 
lous difficulties' put in the way by 
the missionary of an unprofitable 
asistencia (he was wrong: San Ra¬ 
fael was a mission at this date) 
through 'underhand efforts,’ and 
the aid of ‘eonferedate padres.’ 
Tile Fr. Presidento, he goes on. 
had obstinately kept silent, though 
not worse in health than usual 
and perfectly able to confirm the 
orders of his predecessor. The 
confederates were all blind to the 
circumstances and bad exerted 
themselves in the office of Satan 
by throwing obstacles in the way 
of a great enterprise, especially 
Fr. Duran (missionary of Mission 
San Jose). The new presidente, 
too. seemed to he one of the plot¬ 
ters, inasmuch as he had com¬ 
plained that his permission should 
have been awaited, though all 
might have died before it came. 
The angry young friar then con¬ 
cluded in substance as follows: 'I 
wish to know whether the diputa- 
cion has any authority in this 
province, and if these men can 
overthrow Your Honor's wise pro¬ 
vision. If I cannot do it here, 
where as we all agree is the best 
spot in California for the purpose, 

I will leave the country.’ ” 

Sarria Writes Protest 

From San Juan Bautista, Fr. 
Sarria wrote a long letter of pro¬ 
test to the governor. The latter 
replied to the effect that inasmuch 
as the Franciscans had during 50 
years made no progress in the 
conversion of the northern Indians, 
the secular authority proposed to 
take charge. The governor com¬ 
promised with Presidente Sarria 
by abandoning efforts to move 
Mission Dolores and Mission San 
Rafael at Sonoma, and Fr. Sarria 
permitted Fr. Altimira to take up 
his quarters at Sonoma. 

In 1821 the mission had a gran¬ 
ary, priest’s house and seven habi¬ 
tations for guards. At the close 
of that year the station had 693 
neophytes, all but 96 of whom had 
come from Missions Dolores, San 
Rafael and San Jose. When Gen¬ 
eral Mariano Vallejo was made 
Comisionado in 1834, Mission So¬ 
lano was secularized and its mov¬ 
able property distributed among 
the Indians, most of whom return¬ 
ed to their rancherias. During the 

II years of its existence tile rec¬ 
ords of the mission showed 1315 
baptisms, 278 marriages and 651 
deaths. The station never was a 
prosperous one 

General Vallejo was ordered in 
1834 to lay out a pueblo around the 
mission. Thus began the present 
day town of Sonoma. The old mis¬ 
sion chapel became the parish 
church and was used until 1880, 
when a new church was erected 
with funds derived from the sale of 
the old mission and grounds by 
Bishop Alemany to a German 
named Schocken. The latter used 
the mission for storing hay and 
wine. In 1903 the property was ac¬ 
quired by W. R. Hearst for $5000. 

Now State Landmark 

On the northeast corner of the 
plaza laid out by Vallejo is the 
Bear Flag monument, marking the 
spot where the Bear Flag of Cali¬ 
fornia Republic was raised on June 
14, 1846. Nearby is the mission 
and just north of the monument 
are the old Mexican barracks 
erected in 1836 to quarter Mexican 
troops. One block cast is the Ray 
house of wood and adobe built in ; 
1846 and which was U. S. Army 
headquarters in the late forties. 

The Sonoma Valley Woman's 
club interested itself in the old 
mission in 1910, obtained a lease 
on the property and raised funds j 
to make necessary repairs. The ( 
club had the cooperation of the 
Native Sons and I laughters of So¬ 
noma and other towns and cities.

A $383,000 Question 


R EVELATION that the wealthy DuPont munitions in¬ 
terests have poured $383,000 into the Republican 
campaign chest—and are expected to give some $367,000 
more—makes it quite apparent that the DuPonts want to 
see President Roosevelt badly beaten on November 3. 

The DuPonts are shrewd business people. They 
showed their ability during the World war, when our boys 
were being killed in France, by selling $1,250,000,000 
worth of munitions at a profit of $250,000,000, according 
to evidence at the senate munitions committee investiga¬ 
tion hearing in September, 1934. 

Their best year during that heart-rending period was 
1916, when sales hit $127,574,725.74 and a dividend of 100 
per cent was declared. The slaughter in France was ex¬ 
ceptionally high that year, too. Yes, the DuPonts are 
good business people. 

When that rich and shrewd family invests money— 
it expects a handsome return. And $750,000 invested in 
G. O. P. campaign chances probably is expected to bring 
home a pretty sizable hunk of bacon. 

In opposing the New Deal foreign policy, the Du¬ 
Ponts, with their customary shrewdness, realize that 
President Roosevelt’s neutrality program for keeping 
America out of war is likely to cost them a lot of money. 
And you can’t pay huge dividends with the tears of Gold 
Star Mothers or the broken-hearted cries of little children 
whose fathers have been blown to pieces. 

Under the circumstances, we think it is up to Candi¬ 
date Landon to tell the country what his neutrality pro¬ 
gram is. He has been silent about this so far. 

Does Mr. Landon believe in keeping America out of 
war by restraining the international intrigues of the mu¬ 
nitions trust? 

Or does he favor giving the DuPonts and other arma¬ 
ment groups free rein to fatten their purses by sale of 
tools for human slaughter? 

Speak up, Mr. Landon. The people are entitled to 
know. The DuPont donations have started them won¬ 
dering.
